Panriarny Coveneo py INnsunawor,—This mora-
ing, sbout ball-past 8 o'clock, a fire was dis.
covered In the large three-story brick building
owned by Mr. E. Ivins, on North Sixth street,
aboye OColumbla avenue, The firemen were soon
on hand, and went diligently to work to stifle
the flames, but the dense black smoke arising
from the burning of the wool, cotton, ete., con-
tained In the building, soon drove them back.
This elrcumstance was the cause of the great
logs sustained in the stock, whioh, if It hnd oot
been certain suffoontion for any one to enter
the building, could have been saved. The fire
orizinated near the chimney-stack, avound which
lay waste matter which had been acoumulnting
there for some time, but whether the fire origi
nated in this waste or not, 18 not known.

The building, notwithstanding the strenuous
exertions of the firomen to save il, was com-
pletely destroyed, with all its contents, Nothin
waa rescued from the devouring element, unﬁ
all that remains are the walls, large portions of
which have fallen in, and the rest must be torn
down, The loss snstalned by the parvies doing
business in the bullding I8 large, and bat par-
tinlly covered by insurance, the particulurs of
which are as lollows:—

E. lvina, manafacturer of brass and gilded
mountiugs for military equipments, loss on
building, of which hoe was the owner, machi-
nery, and goods, estimared at $356,000—insured
for $15,000,

William Seoles, woollen yarn manufacturer,
loss on machinery, $8000; on stock, $4000—in-
sured for $6000,

John J. Glazier, hostery manufaclurer, loss on
machinery and stock, $18,000 — tnsured for

Blifler & Malttls, logs on machinery, $3500—no
insurance.

Iranc Stead, woollen spinner, losz on muachli-
nery and stock, $13,000<insured for $11,000,

The bullding fronting an Sixthstreet, owned by
Baeder & Adamson, glue manufacturers, was
damaged by falling walls and water to the
amount of $3000—lully covered.

The surrounding properties were fortunately
saved, with slight damage. The building was
situated right in the mudst of the large glue
factories, Some of these took fire, but the fire-
men saved them, A short distance off from
the burning building, a large house, used for
the etorage of all kinds of old machinery, was

ﬁnrtmﬂy estroyed. The mule stable of Mes:rs,
acder & Adamson, containing twentv mules,
plso took fire,

The mules and harness were resoued, and? the
building saved., The fences in the vicinity took
fire, as did a row of =mall tenement-houses on
Columbia avenue, between Fifth and Sixth
alreets, T!tt:]y were saved. The fire was dis-
covered b{I ames Wilson, & walchman em-
ployed by Messrs, Baeder & Adamson, who smelt
smoke, and had been hunting for the fire for an
hour before he discovered it. He says the odor
wis sirong, like burning ofl waste.

More facts iu relation to the past action of the
Church Couneil hayve been elicited by evidence,
both verbul and docnmentary, In the petitions
and prayers offered to the Legislature and Courts,
one ol the arguments, in fact the main one, set
forth by those desiring the immediate disposal
of the cemetery for building oses, was the
redemption of the church dch[ his debt was
#ta’'ed Lo be of so large an amount that the pros-
perity of the church necessitated its immediate
payment, which conld ouly be done by the dis-
roml ol the property. Now, evidence i brought
o light that the debt was made to appear much
larger than its true amount, and this is plainly
evineed in the petitions offer»d to our legislative
body and Courts. 'Why this has been done can
only be answered by interring that either the
books of the corporation were in a confused

state  of keeping, or that it was Inten-
tional, to give force to the petitions,
Documentary evidence show that, in the

full ot 1804, before the properly appointed
officer, $33,000 was swora oo as the
axaot #ebl. ihe Counc'l, in their petifion ta tha
Legislature in February, 1885, stated 1t to be
$48,000; and in their petition to the Court, in
the same year, the amount was $60,000, In
March, 1866, the bluk-kenrt-r. iving evidence
before the Examioer, stated tflr: debt to be
$65,000, which, on ecross-cxnmination, was re-
duced to $51,000, Contusion in the book uc-
counts must reigo supreme, or there must indeed
be large business transactions, in order to cause
this great fluectuation n the church's indebted-
ness within the space of one year. Even taking
it for granted that the debt is the largest of the
given amounts, the income accruing from the
church property of all kinds would redeem the
debt in a very short time, The anuoal income
reaches about $19,000; that of last year, accord-
ing to the book-keeper's report, signed by the
church committee, greatly exceeds that sum,
The opposition party are energetic in collating all
the evidence and facts attainable to support
their position. Every Thursday ufternoon, at
the Wetherill House, Sansom street, exawina-
tions are held, The evidence Is becoming volu-
minous, At the last examination persons were
in sltendance from the surrounding villagzes, to
put in their pleas tlﬁainst the sale, well sup.
